President Clinton Chairs Conference 
On Youth and Violence at ERHS

President Bill Clinton, Vice 
President Al Gore and an en- 
tourage of dignitaries strode 
into the Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) gymnasium on 
March 7 to the strains of “Hail 
to the Chief.” Two thousand 
students packed the gym to 
hear the President’s words. 
Clinton had come to the school 
to take part in a White House 
Leadership Conference on 
Youth, Drug Use, and Violence. 
Later, he took the opportunity 
to address the students sepa- 
rately. 

The conference brought sev- 
eral hundred leaders in the field 
to ERHS to meet in a day of 
discussion on these issues. In 
addition to the President and 
Vice President, General Barry 
McCaffrey, Director, Office of 
National Drug Control Policy; 
Janet Reno, Attorney General; 
and several other cabinet secre- 
taries participated in the discus- 


sions. Governor Parris 
Glendening, Representative 
Steny Hoyer, and Prince 


George’s County Executive 
Wayne Curry represented- the 
county and state governments. 
Mayor Antoinette Bram and 
several members of the 
Greenbelt City Council, includ- 
ing Judith Davis and Rodney 
Roberts, also attended. At the 
closing of the morning sessions, 
Governor Glendening recog- 
nized the mayor and city coun- 
cil of “beautiful Greenbelt” and 
had them stand. 


Two Appearances 

Actually two separate gather- 
ings were convened at ERHS 
on the morning of March 7. In 
the gym the students were 
awaiting the President’s arrival. 
Meanwhile, in the auditorium at 
the opposite end of the sprawl- 
ing building, several hundred 
participants and selected stu- 
dents were gathered to partici- 
- pate in the opening sessions of 
the White House Leadership 
Conference. The ERHS students 
selected to be part of this group 
included student leaders, peer 
mediators, and those involved 
in school organizations such as 


Students Against Drunk Driving 
and Students Against Violence. 
Conference signs on-stage read 
“Standing Together for 
America’s Youth” and “Meeting 
America’s Challenge Together.” 

The White House Leadership 
Conference began with a series 
of welcomes, first by Dr. 
Boarman, followed by a brief 
presentation by, General Barry 
McCaffrey, the new “Drug 
Czar.” McCaffrey commented 


that, in speaking with students, 


he had heard over and over 
how much the students respect 
and love their principal. He 
then mentioned and 
complimented student leaders at 
ERHS, including Clarence 
Findley (4.0 GPA and soccer

star), Vanessa Kanter, President 
of the Senior Class, and Nadia 
Titarchuk, Editor of the 
Roosevelt Raider. 

McCaffrey stated that the 
failures that have led to drug 
use and violence are failures of 
the adults, not the children. He 
cited four themes for the con- 
ference: 1) The country cannot 
continue to accept the cost to 
society of drug abuse and vio- 
lence; 2) Young people are the 
country’s most important asset; 
3) We must keep a feeling of 
optimism, as drug use is not an 
unsolvable problem; and 4) The 
problem of drugs and violence 
is not a problem of youth, but a 
problem of leadership. 

Prince George’s County Ex- 
ecutive Wayne Curry and Rep- 
resentative Steny Hoyer were 
next to welcome the partici- 
pants.. Curry commented that 
in this the county's 
Tricentennial Year, we must 
come together in a community 
effort to fight drugs and vio- 
lence. Adults must listen to the 
children. Hoyer began his brief 
address by recognizing ERHS

The Greenbelt Angle

How did the White House 
Conference and the arrival of the 
President affect the city itself? 
First, there were the important lo- 


gistics involving the Greenbelt 


Police Department. 

More than a month ago, Cor- 
poral David Buerger, the police 
liaison: at ERHS, reported on the 
possibility of a ‘Presidential visit. 
From that moment meetings were 
held with the Secret Service and 
general meetings scheduled as 
well to plan the visit. On the 
day of the visit, almost half of all 
the Greenbelt Police, 23. officers, 
were assigned either in the 
school, outside the school, or in 
the area. Everything went 
smoothly and President Bill 
Clinton’s visit was a success from 
the security point of view. Officer 
George Mathews, Public Rela- 


- tions, indicated that the visit was 


“appropriately uneventful,” just as 
the police had hoped and planned 
it would be. 

Other logistics were also in- 
volved - those dealing with tele- 
vision transmission of the Presi- 
dential visit and conference 
around the country. Thirty-seven 
off-site locations were linked by 
satellite that allowed interaction 
with the conference participants. 
Another 100 sites, in far-flung lo- 
cations, were linked up passively 
and tuned in to the proceedings. 
In addition, closed-circuit TV 
linked up the gym, the audito- 
rium and various classrooms. 


Second Visit 
Then there was the personal 
touch - the reminiscences of an 
earlier time when Clinton had 
visited the school. 
Dr. Gerald Boarman, ERHS 
Chief Educational Officer, with 


his usual flair, recalled that. 


ERHS had hosted a similar meet- 
ing five years before, on Educa- 


tion in the Year 2000. After the . 


meeting at which Boarman ad- 
dressed the participants , he said, 
he went into the Media Center to 
relax a bit with some students 
and to rest after the busy meet- 
ing.

The long-delayed and then 
snowed-out grand opening of 


‘the Greenbelt Community 


Center will finally be happen- 
ing on Saturday, March 16. It 
brings to culmination years of 
work by city groups, city 
staff, government officials and 
many people and organizations 
eager to move in. 

The public is invited to 
gather in the gymnasium 
where Mayor Antoinette Bram 
will open the program at 1 
p.m. Members of the city 
council and other dignitaries 
will offer remarks, and the 
Greenbelt Concert Band will 
provide entertainment. Pre- 
sentations will be made to the 
Community Center Task Force, 
the architect, and the general 
contractor; a plaque will be 
unveiled, to be followed by a 
cake-cutting ceremony. 

The community center, for 


many years the Greenbelt 


Center Elementary School, has 
been completely refurbished; 
some of the work is still go- 
ing on. “Everything was de- 
signed with the. Thirties in 
mind,” said Cathy Salgado, the 
supervisor of the community 
center. “We’ve tried to restore 
things to look as much as pos- 
sible the way the building 
would have looked originally. 
The ceiling lights are repro- 
ductions of a late 30s style. 
Even the bathrooms were re- 
stored with period tile and 
color schemes, One of my fa- 
vorite things is the new spot- 
lighting of the friezes on the 
side of the building. I’m not 
sure it was there originally, 
but it’s beautiful. And of 
course, now everything is 
handicapped-accessible.” 


Tenants Hold Open House 

All the tenants in the build- 
ing will be holding Open 
House, including the Greenbelt 
Museum, Greenbelt Nursery 
School and Kindergarten, the 
Adult Care Center, the 
Greenbelt News Review, the 
artists with studios and others. 
Many will provide refresh- 
ments for visitors. All will 
offer information about their 
organizations, some of which 
are cooperatives that welcome 
new members. 

The community center will 
be open throughout the day 
for tours conducted by the 
staff. Historic photographs, 
originally part of the city’s 
50th Anniversary photographic 
exhibit in 1987, have been 
reframed and now line the 
main hallway. | 


Visitors Center 

The Visitors Center on the 
first floor offers a brief intro- 
ductory history of Greenbelt, 
illustrated by historical photo- 
graphs. The Visitors Center, 
which is furnished with pieces 
of the original Greenbelt fur- 


niture that was designed and 
built in the 1930s to fit into 
Greenbelt’s small houses, is a 
project of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum. The Museum also in- 
vites visitors to see its current 
exhibit on “Domestic Technol- 
ogy,” on the second floor. A 
50-year-old washing machine, 
a mangle, ironing boards, a 
stove and other items neces- 
sary to domestic life in the 
1930s and 1940s are on dis- 
play. 

Also on view upstairs is the 
new art gallery’s inaugural ex- 
hibit, “Beginning with 
Greenbelt: the Art of Lenore 
Thomas.” Thomas was the 
sculptor of the friezes on the 
Community Center and the 
Mother and Child statue in th 
Roosevelt Center. _ 
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Bubble Printing for Kids 

Children. are invited to par- 
ticipate in a hands-on art 
project, “Bubble Printing,” 
from 2 to 3 p.m. in the 
Children’s Art Room. 

Visitors to the office of the 
Greenbelt News Review will 
have a chance to see where 
the community’s weekly news- 
paper is put together. Artists’ 
studios and the city’s new ce- 
ramic workshops and newly- 
refurbished dance studio will 
be open, and the artists will 
be demonstrating their crafts. 
The offices of the city’s De- 
partment of Planning and De- 
velopment will also be open. 

The Community Center is a 
building that echoes the past 
in its Art Deco architecture, 
but it reflects the future of 
Greenbelt in the diversity of 
its occupants and the variety 
of ways the building will be 
uséd in the 21st century.

March 7’s presidential visit

Casting aside all political is- 
sues, this day was one of emo- 
tion. 

There were those few pessi- 
mists who could not see be- 
yond the inconvenient impact 
of the presidential visit.

Hillary Smith, an ERHS se- 
nior added, “It must have been 
very stressful for the adminis- 
tration. I’m sure they didn’t 
have any control at all about 
what was going on and they 
usually have control over ev- 
erything.

Boarman went home after 
school that day and had a heart 
attack!” 

Johnson admits, “It was a 
huge undertaking for us all. 
All those extra people in our 
school when it’s already over- 
crowded was a complicated 
mess, but it was still an ex-

treme honor. Because it was 
for the President, all the incon- 
veniences are excused,” she 
explained cheerfully. 

A Patriotic Duty 

“I think it was a bit of a 
pain,” added Johnson. “But 
even the teachers who were 
kicked out of their rooms 
didn’t seem to mind too much. 
It was kind of like a patriotic 
duty to put up with the incon- 
venience.” 

While some members of 
ERHS allowed the wonderfully 
abnormal day of irregularities to 
disrupt their good karma, most 
of the school enjoyed the day.

President -Bill Clinton. 

Clinton spent more than an 
hour chatting with the kids at 
that time and asking Boarman 
his opinion on educational top- 
ics. When he left, he indicated 
that he was going to another 
meeting and would send 
Boarman notes from that meet- 
ing. He followed up on his 
promise, even asking Boarman 
to review the notes and provide 
additional thoughts and com- 
ments. From this earlier en- 
counter, Boarman stated that he 
knew the President is sincerely 
committed to youth. 

Dr. Boarman then introduced 
Vice President Gore. His brief 
welcoming comments were in- 
terrupted, however, when Jesse 
Jackson arrived, to sustained 
cheering from the students. 


Clinton Speech 

Mark Anderes, President of 
the Student Government Asso- 
Ciation, introduced the Presi- 
dent. He referred to the abduc- 
tion and death of Julie 
Ferguson just about a year ago 
and how it had affected the stu- 
dents. In his own address to 
the students, Clinton spoke of 
the different roles that students 
have to play every day.

make everyone a prisoner. “In 
the absence of safety, people 
are not free,” stated the Presi- 
dent. 

He expressed his concern 
that a national survey has indi- 
cated that more and more 
young people seem to believe 
drugs are not dangerous. 
“That’s wrong!” he exclaimed. 
Clinton then described how he 
had almost lost his only brother 
to drugs. He also referred to 
Cigarette smoking among teens, 
stating that the results of smok- 
ing is still the most serious 
long-term health issue. 


ERHS Praised 

Clinton praised ERHS on the 
job that the school is doing to 
foster children’s learning and to 
try to keep them away from the 
effects of drugs and violence. 
He specifically mentioned the 
Grad Night party sponsored by 
the PTA and how impressed he 
was that almost all of the 
graduating students attend. 

Greenbelt’s mayor, 
Antoinette Bram, participated in 
the Presidential visit as well as 
in selected portions of the con- 
ference. Regarding Clinton’s 
speech to the students, Bram 
was “delighted to note the 
President’s sense of humor and 
off the cuff remarks,” which 
appealed to all. Bram also at- 
tended a session on gun vio- 
lence and was pleased to dis- 
cover that many of the ideas 
being discussed to control vio- 
lence are already being insti- 
tuted or planned in the 
Greenbelt area.

“Tt was the greatest collection 
of dignitaries in Greenbelt in the 
city’s history,” City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs proclaimed proudly. 
He was one of several Greenbelt 
city officials invited to attend the 
White House Leadership Confer- 
ence on Youth, Drug Use and 
Violence sponsored by President 
Bill Clinton at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School.

Palau. Eighteen city. police offic- 
ers were on duty at the school. 
Suzanne Plogman was ‘there as a 
member of the Board of Educa- 
tion.

And of course, most important of 
all those attending were the many 
students from Greenbelt who 
were honored by their high 
school being selected as the loca- 
tion for this conference broadcast 
on television nationwide and to 
student audiences everywhere. 
Bram noted that this was a 
Roosevelt High School event, not 
a city event. Those city people 
who attended were guests to the 
conference. However, the 
Greenbelt Police played a signifi- 
cant role in the protection of the 
President and other dignitaries, 
according to Chief Craze. 


Parking 

About half of the school’s 
parking lot was closed. Craze 
said it had been intended for the

school in helicopters. However, 
it was a nasty, rainy day, so the 
president arrived in a motorcade. 

The lack of parking spaces at 
the school forced others coming 
to the event to park elsewhere. 
Many were directed to Greenway 
Center and had to walk a long 
distance in the rain.

Although 
she had not been assigned a 
space, the Roosevelt student 
videocrew had been assigned a 
big space, and she moved in with 
them. She also borrowed a tri- 
pod from them. All told, there 
were about 40 television cameras 
at work, she thought. 

Still photographers were al- 
lowed to go, one at a time, down

rangement. She left her 
videocamera running, set for wide 
angle, and went to take closeups.

“It was one of the most reward- 
ing things that I’ve been involved 
with,” Craze commented. 

Bram characterized the con- 
ference as “very positive,” par- 
ticularly as it related to those 
young people in attendance. As 
the Municipal League’s repre- 
sentative to Lieutenant Governor 
Kathleen Kennedy Townsend’s 
Task Force on Law Enforcement, 
she noted that the committee was 
working on similar issues dealing 
with drugs, violence and gun 
control. 

“We need to continue the 
search for solutions to these se- 
vere problems,” she said, adding 
that the city has already imple- 
mented and covered the cost of 
several crime prevention pro- 
grams. She pointed to the full- 
time police school resource offi- 
cer assigned to Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, to the city’s provid- 
ing the Youth Center and Aquatic 
Fitness facility for graduation 
night activities and to the 
CARE’s counseling, GED, tutor- 
ing and mentoring programs. 

The Mayor is proud of the Po- 
lice Department’s community po- 
licing and Police Academy pro- 
grams, the latter concentrating on 
violence as an issue. Police will 
also return youngsters who are 
outdoors between the hours of 12 
midnight and 6 a.m. to their 
homes if parents sign an agree- 
ment giving police permission to 
do so. Greenbelt police, she 
noted, have the authority to take 
students back to their respective 
schools, if the students are dis- 
covered outdoors during school 
hours. |

Julie Ferguson, he commented 
that death comes even to a 
center of academic excellence. 
He mentioned the good work 
being undertaken by organiza- 
tions such as Students Against 
Drunk Driving. The Governor 
stated that the state has zero 
tolerance for violent and dis- 
ruptive students. They are re- 
moved from the classroom im- 
mediately and placed in alter- 
nate learning situations. 


The President 

The President did not for- 
mally address the conference. 
All of the participants had 
seen his talk with the students 
over closed-circuit television. 
At the conference, he chaired 
a roundtable discussion on 
“Reports to the President on 
Promising Community Strate- 
gies to Reduce Youth Drug 
Use and Violence.” The dis- 
cussion included, among oth- 
ers, Rev. Jesse Jackson, Gov- 
ernor Glendening, Joseph 
Califano, and Dr. Lonise Bias. 


Jesse Jackson 

Jesse Jackson directly chal- 
lenged the students in the au- 
dience about their behavior. 
He asked several questions re- 
garding students knowing 
other students who had died, 
possessing weapons, or using 
drugs. On the question, “Do 
you know anyone who uses 
drugs?” almost every student 
raised a hand. When asked 
“Did you tell your teacher or 
principal about this?” Almost 
no one raised a hand. Jack- 
son called this the ‘code of 
silence’ that is causing so 
much trouble. Almost all stu- 
dents agreed that they would 
turn in a suspected Ku Klux 
Klan member, but when 
asked, none of the students 
had ever seen a member. Se- 
nior Corita Jones, a National 
Honor Society member, 
summed it up by stating: “It 
opened my eyes to how pre- 
pared we are for evils that 
never truly affect us while we 
have no defense for those that 
run rampant.” 

Jackson also decried the 
fact that the media has more

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access to the students than 
church and school combined. 
There should have been a DJ 
on the panel discussing these 
issues. The country is too 
willing to put people in jail 
now, he continued. Jails are 
a growth business. But 90 
percent of inmates are high 
school dropouts; 92 percent, 
functionally illiterate; and 82 
percent, recidivists. -What is 
needed is a new war on pov- 
erty. “We now want to lock 
them up instead of lift them 
up.” 

Jackson challenged 
Glendening to participate in a 
plan for 20,000 parents to 
sign a pledge to take their 
children to school, exchange 
phone numbers with teachers, 
and turn off the TV for three 
hours a night. He is also 
challenging ministers to work 
with courts to each help one 
person. “When young 
America comes alive and 


‘chooses hope over dope, then 


changes will come about.” 


Other Participants 

Dr. Lonise Bias, mother of 
Len and Jay Bias, who both 
met violent deaths, was also a 
panel member. She had a 
rousing presentation regarding 
unconditional. love and com- 
munity involvement and indi- 
cated that it was time to deal 
with moral values. She re- 
ceived a standing ovation 
from students and conference 
participants. 

Karen Lee, an ERHS stu- 
dent and member of Students 
Against Violence, was a mem- 
ber of the panel. She de- 
scribed the activities she is 
involved in, including peer 
mediation, peer mentoring and 
counseling. Viet Nguyen, an 
ERHS senior involved in peer 
mediation and a member of 
Students Against Violence, 
was in the audience for the 
conference. He commented 
that “it was very informative 
but my thoughts about the 
President’s speech were that 
‘it’s an election year’” and 


that’s why he decided to be 
involved now. Ae

The weather in the month 
of March can be a big tease. 
A day or so of warm weather 
makes it seem like spring has 
finally arrived, but then there 
is winter weather a day or so 
later. The blooming of early 
spring flowers, such as crocus 
and snowdrops also seems to 
signal winter’s end. 

Actually March is the 
month of preparation, for 
spring: The days get longer, 
the sun gets higher in the sky, 
the ground gradually warms 
up. It’s the longer, brighter 
days and warmer soil that 
brings on the full flush of 
spring as much as the warmer 
air temperature. 

Thoughts of planting the 
garden, with few exceptions, 
should be put off for now. 
This year the cold tempera- 
tures have continued later into 
the year than usual. And the 
soil has still been freezing up 
some nights... The early flow- 
ers, which can take cold 
weather, aren’t looking nearly 
so well as most years because 
it’s been cold. 

There -are garden tasks that 
can be done such as pruning 
most trees and shrubs; plant- 
ing trees and shrubs; clean- 
up; and starting plants inside 
from seed. 

Pruning trees and shrubs 
can still be done. The excep- 
tion is don’t prune the shrubs 
that will bloom in the spring, 
unless it is a damaged branch 
that has to be removed. 

Planting many trees and 
shrubs is best done in very 
late autumn and very early 
spring. At these times the 
plants do not have leaves on 
them and the soil 1s somewhat 
warm. This said, remember 
weather this time of year is 
quite variable so make sure 
the soil is not muddy or fro- 
zen when you plant. 

First choose the site and 
prepare the planting hole. 
When moving plants of any 
sort or size try to expose the. 
roots as little as possible to 
the weather by doing the 
preparation work before the 
plant is moved or taken out 
of the pot. 

Dig a hole two and a half

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times bigger than the plant's 
root ball (the roots and dirt 
they hold). The plant should 
sit with one third of its root 
ball above the level of the 
surrounding soil. To get that 
result start filling the hole 
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with soil and food for the 
plant such as fertilizer, ma- 
nure and/or compost. When 
the plant will sit with one 
third of the root bali above 
ground level, loosen the outer 
roots, if tight around the root 
ball, then place in the hole.

“I’m trying to build an at- 
mosphere,” said Jessica Gitlis, 
an artist and teacher who is 
organizing the innovative pot- 
tery program at Greenbelt’s 
new Community Center that 
will begin this month. “This 
will be more than just indi- 
vidual classes, which in the 
past were mostly attended by 
children. We are starting a 
ceramics studio for the whole 
community that can be used 


t by artists and serious students 


as well as by kids.” 

Three rooms have been set 
aside for the pottery program 
on the second floor of the 


F Community Center, near the 


artists’ studios. Two are to be 


fs used as workshops and the 
™ third as a kiln room. The city 


has shown its support for the 
program by purchasing a 
wheel, kiln, and other equip- 
ment. 


Introductory Classes 

Registration is now under 
way for the two introductory 
classes that will start on 
March 26. One is for stu- 
dents 15 and up, and the 
other for 12 and up. “We de- 
cided to mix the teens and 
adults to start with,” ex- 
plained Gitlis. “After we see 
what the response is, we may 
separate them.” Thé classes 
will cover both hand-building 
and wheel-throwing tech- 
niques, as well as glazing. 

Gitlis, who has a BFA 
(Bachelor of Fine Arts) degree 
from the Parsons Institute in 
New York City, says that the 
introductory classes are to be 
the first in a _ series . of 
courses, some more special- 
ized, that are planned for the 
future. In addition to attend- 
ing classes, students will be 
able to pursue their ceramics 
work on their own time in the 
studio, which will also be 
used by professional artists. 
In time, an apprenticeship 
program will be offered, 
which may eventually lead to 
careers in the ceramics field.

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“I. would like to see us of- 
fering shows and sales of stu- 
dent art,” said Gitlis. “We 
are hoping our students will 
learn the practical, basic skills 
of the craft and also the more 
aesthetic aspect—the use of 
color and form. By selling 
their work they will also learn 
that it’s possible to do this. 
Many ‘production potters’ sell 
mugs, bowls, and vases, in 
addition to doing their own 
creative, artistic work.” 


Faculty 

Gitlis, the director of the 
program, is presently the ad- 
ministrator of the Greenbelt 
Cooperative Nursery School. 
She is a Greenbelt resident, as 
are the teachers. Gina Denn 
holds a BFA from Alfred Uni- 
versity in New York, a unique 
college specializing in ceram- 








ics. Anne Potter has an MFA 
certificate from the Cranbrook 
Academy of Art in Michigan, 
as well as a BA from the 
Maryland Institute of Art in 
Baltimore. Denn and Potter 
will be teaching the first two 
classes. 

Also.on the faculty are 
Greenbelt artist and teacher 
Barbara Simon, who is chair- 
person of the Greenbelt Arts 
Advisory Committee; Sharon 
Lefchick, one of the resident 
artists at the Community Cen- 
ter; and Melissa Sullivan, who 
trained at Montgomery Col- 
lege and the Smithsonian.
